DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/23/2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. The applicant recites for claim 1 , that combining what is 
taught by the references would result in providing caller name information from a 
name service and providing location information from a location service, 
separately from the name information. However, Barclay states that in addition 
to normal call information, a telephone number and/or identifier of a (calling) 
party associated with the telephone number are sent to the called party and 
displayed to the called party. Barclay uses the example of the called party being 
unable to recognize the name and number of the calling party, the called party 
may wish additional information to help identify the person (see Barclay, pg. 1 
paragraphs [0002] and [0003]). 

Applicant’s arguments with respect to claims 9-18 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before 
the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
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application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 9 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Sheha et al. (Sheha), U.S. Publication (10/194/518). 

Regarding claim 9, Sheha discloses a wireless device comprising: 
a processor (the ODAS receives both the origination and destination 
telephone numbers and position information) (pg. 6, paragraph [0050] and 
[0051]); and 

logic that, when applied to the processor, results in extracting abbreviated 
location information from combined name and location information received for a 
caller (in one embodiment the prior to the destination device receiving the call 
from the originating mobile the ODAS sends position information to both the 
originating and destination mobiles in the form of Map Caller-ID), and retrieving 
detailed location information for the caller corresponding to the abbreviated 
location information (once the position has been obtained, as previously 
described the navigational device can utilize this position information to provide 
typical navigational functionality, such as routing, driving directions, mapped 
informalities) (pg. 6-7, paragraphs [0050] -[0053], pg. 5, paragraph [0047], pg. 
2, paragraphs [0014] - [0017]). 

Regarding claim 14, Sheha discloses a network element comprising: 
a processor (the ODAS receives both the origination and destination 
telephone numbers and position information) (pg. 6, paragraph [0050] and 
[0051]); 
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at least one port (caller ID information is sent directly to the wireless 
network 22 through a dedicated connection) (pg. 6 paragraph [0049] and figure 
3) and 

logic that, when applied to the processor, results in servicing at least on 
request for caller name information by associating a caller number received via 
the at least one port with caller name information, and obtaining location 
information for the call via the at least one port (when a mobile device dials a 
telephone number the position information and destination information is 
transferred to the wireless network by means of a wireless connection, the 
position information is calculated, prior to the transfer, and to the wireless 
network through a dedicated server connection) (pg.6, paragraph [0050] and 
[0051]), and providing the name information and location information together via 
the at least one port in response to the request for caller name information (when 
a mobile device dials a telephone number the position information and 
destination information is transferred to the wireless network by means of a 
wireless connection, the position information is calculated, prior to the transfer, 
and to the wireless network through a dedicated server connection) (pg.6, 
paragraph [0050] and [0051]). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 

all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described 
as set forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
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be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Gillespie, U.S. Publication (09/813,629) in view of Barclay etal (Barclay), 
U.S. Publication (10/027,099). 

Regarding claim 1, Gillespie disclose a method comprising: 
providing a caller number to a network element that associates name 
information with the caller number (reads on database associates each of a 
plurality of calling numbers with name information) paragraph 0023); 

the network element providing name information as a response to being 
provided the caller number (reads on if calling number is in local cache, 
telecommunication network retrieves calling name information) (paragraph 
[0024]). Gillespie fails to disclose providing location information. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay further discloses associating location 
information with a caller number, receiving location information for the caller and 
providing location information as a response to being provided the caller number 
(reads on providing location information for a calling party to a called party) (see 
Barclay paragraph [0011]). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Gillespie to include a method for providing location 
information as a response to a caller number. Motivation for this modification is 
to have additional information to help identify an individual. 
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Regarding claim 2, Gillespie and Barclay disclose the method of claim 1. 
Barclay further discloses further comprising: 

the network element receiving location information for the caller from a 
Gateway Mobile Location Center (GMLC) (read on geodetic information may be 
provided by a Global Positioning System) (see Barclay, paragraph [0015]). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Gillespie to include a Global Positioning System. 
Motivation for this modification is to have accurate location information despite 
the position. 

Regarding claim 3, Gillespie discloses the method of claim 1 , further 
comprising: the network element combining name information according to 
settings for the caller (reads on when a called destination is determined to 
subscribe to calling name presentation a local cache is queried to determine if 
the calling number is in the local cache) (paragraph [0007]). Gillespie fails to 
disclose combing the location information according to settings for the caller. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses combing the location 
information according to settings for the caller (reads on may select various 
different granularity settings for different parties or circumstances) (paragraph 
[0016]). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Gillespie to combine the location information according 
to settings for the caller. Motivation for this modification is to associate numbers 
with family members for which specific location is desirable. 
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Regarding claim 4, Gillespie discloses the method of claim 1 , further 
comprising: the network element combining name information according to 
settings for a called party (reads on when a called destination is determined to 
subscribe to calling name presentation a local cache is queried to determine if 
the calling number is in the local cache) (paragraph [0007]). Gillespie fails to 
disclose combing the location information according to settings for a called part. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses combining the location 
information according to settings for a called party (reads on the other party to 
call may also receive customers location, and the same method and features are 
also applicable) (paragraph [0022]). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Gillespie to combine the location information according 
to settings for the called party. Motivation for this modification is to associate 
numbers with family members for which specific location is desirable. 

Regarding claim 5, Gillespie and Barclay disclose the method of claim 1 . 
Gillespie further discloses the network element comprising a Line Information 
Database (LIDB) (reads on the stp is in communication with on or more line item 
databases (LIDB’s)) (paragraph [0025]). 

Regarding claim 6, Gillespie and Barclay disclose the method of claim 1 . / 
Barclay further discloses the network element abbreviating the location 
information in the response (reads on location information may be provided as 
geodetic information such as longitude and latitude, street, etc) (paragraph 
[0015]). 
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At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Gillespie to include a network element abbreviating the 
location information in the response. Motivation for the modification is to 
provide a function that will allow the customer to obtain specific 
information when needed. 

Regarding claim 7, Gillespie and Barclay disclose the method of claim 2. 
Barclay further discloses the network element locating a Friend Finder ID (i.e. 
location ID) associated with the caller, and providing the Friend Finder ID to the 
GMLC (location information is provided by the GPS , however, the information 
can only be received if the Location ID is enabled) (paragraph [0012], [0015], 
and [0011]). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Gillespie to include a network element that has a 
Location ID. Motivation for the modification is to provide a feature that will find the 
exact location for the requested caller. 

Regarding claim 8, Gillespie and Barclay disclose the method of claim 1. 
Gillespie further discloses comprising: 

the caller number provided to the network element as part of a Caller 
Name Address Presentation (CNAP) service (i.e. calling name presentation) 
(paragraph [0026]). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Gillespie to include a network element that uses CNAP. 
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Motivation for the modification is to provide the user with a more convenient and 
secure service. 

6. Claims 10-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sheha et al. (Sheha), U.S. Publication (10/194/518), in view of Barclay et 
al (Barclay), U.S. Publication (10/027,099). 

Regarding claim 10, Sheha disclose the wireless device of claim 9, but 
fails to disclose further discloses further comprising: 

logic that, when applied to the processor, results in locating a street 
address corresponding to the abbreviated location information. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses logic ( i.e. software look 
up table) (paragraph [0015]) that, when applied to the processor, results in 
locating a street address corresponding to the abbreviated (i.e. geodetic 
information) location information (reads on an optional feature of the present 
invention includes the conversion of geodetic information to non-geodetic 
information) (paragraph [0015]). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Gillespie to include a network element abbreviating the 
location information in the response. Motivation for this modification is to provide 
as much information as the called party may desire. 

Regarding claim 11, Sheha discloses the wireless device of claim 9, but 
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fails to disclose further discloses further comprising: 
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logic that, when applied to the processor, results in locating and 
displaying a location on a map corresponding to the abbreviated location 
information. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses logic ( i.e. software look 
up table) (paragraph [0015]) that, when applied to the processor, results in 
locating and displaying a location on a map (reads on customer may select a 
quantity of telephone numbers for which a map is chosen) (paragraph [0017]) 
corresponding to the abbreviated (i.e. geodetic information) location information 
(paragraph [0015]). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Barclay to include displaying location on a map. 
Motivation for this modification is to provide as much information as the called 
party may desire. 

Regarding claim 12, Sheha discloses the wireless device of claim 9, but 
fails to disclose further discloses further comprising: 

logic that, when applied to the processor, results in locating detailed 
location information configured by a user of the wireless device to 
correspond to the abbreviated location information location information. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses logic (i.e. software look up 
table) (paragraph [0015]) that, when applied to the processor, results in locating 
detailed location information (reads on an optional feature of the present 
invention includes the conversion of geodetic information to non-geodetic 
information) (paragraph [0015]) configured by a user of the wireless device to 
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correspond to the abbreviated location information (i.e. geodetic information) 
location information (paragraph [0015]). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Barclay to include locating detailed location information to 
correspond to the abbreviated location information. Motivation for this 
modification is to provide as much information as the called party may desire. 

7. Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sheha et al. (Sheha), U.S. Publication (10/194/518), in view of Gallant U.S. 
Patent (05/802,468). 

Regarding claim 13, Sheha discloses the wireless device of claim 9, but 
fails to disclose further comprising: a Subscriber Identity Module (SIM) 
comprising the detailed location information. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Gallant discloses a Subscriber Identity 
Module (SIM) comprising the detailed location information (reads on coordinates 
of the geographical address of mobile station are stored in the HLR and the SIM) 
(see Gallant col. 10 lines 18-19). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Barclay to include the use of a SIM card. Motivation for 
this modification is to provide a means of storing location information. 

8. Claims 15-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Sheha et al. (Sheha), U.S. Publication (10/194/518) in view of Gillespie, 
U.S. Publication (09/813,629), in further view of Barclay et al (Barclay), U.S. 
Publication (10/027,099). 
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Regarding claiming 15, Sheha discloses the network element of claim 14, 
but fails to disclose further comprising: 

logic that, when applied to the processor, obtains settings for the caller via 
the at least one port and applies the settings to determine how to combine 
the name information and the location information.. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Gillespie discloses logic ( i.e. SSP) 
(paragraph [0025]) that, when applied to the processor, obtains settings for the 
caller via the at least one port and applies the settings to determine how to 
combine the name information (SSP converts the information into an appropriate) 
(paragraph [0026]). Gillespie fails to disclose obtaining location information and 
applying the settings (reads on customer may select different granularity settings 
for different parties or circumstances) (paragraph [0016]). 

Gillespie fails to disclose obtaining location information and applying the 
settings (reads on customer may select different granularity settings for different 
parties or circumstances) (paragraph [0016]). 

At the time of the invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art to modify Sheha to include logic that, when applied to the 
processor, obtains settings for the caller via the at least one port and applies the 
settings to determine how to combine the name information. Motivation for this 
modification is to provide as much information as the called party may desire. 
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In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses obtaining location 
information and applying the settings (reads on customer may select different 
granularity settings for different parties or circumstances) (paragraph [0016]). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Sheha to include a method for obtaining location 
information and applying settings. Motivation for this modification is to have 
additional information to help identify an individual. 

Regarding claim 16, Sheha disclose the network element of claim 14, but 
fails to disclose further comprising: 

logic and applying it to the processor and providing the name information 

via the at least one port. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Gillespie discloses logic ( i.e. SSP) 
(paragraph [0025]) and applying it to the processor and providing the name 
information via the at least one port (SSP determines that called device 
subscribes to CNAP, suspends calling processing and obtains calling name 
information) (paragraph [0026]). 

Gillespie fails to disclose abbreviating the location information before 
providing the location information. 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Sheha to include logic and applying it to the processor 
and providing the name information via the at least one port. Motivation for this 
modification is to have additional information to help identify an individual. 
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In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses abbreviating the location 
information (i.e. geodetic information) (paragraph [0015]) before providing the 
location information (reads on an optional feature of the present invention 
includes conversion of geodetic information to non-geodetic information) 

(paragraph [0015]). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Sheha to include a method for abbreviating location 
information before providing the location information. Motivation for this 
modification is to have additional information to help locate an individual. 

Regarding claim 17, Sheha discloses the network element of claim 14, but 
fails to disclose further comprising: 

logic that, when applied to the processor, provides Calling Name Address 

Presentation including the name information. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Gillespie discloses logic ( i.e. SSP) 
(paragraph [0025]) that, when applied to the processor, provides Calling Name 
Address Presentation including the name information (that called device 
subscribes to CNAP, suspends calling processing and obtains calling name 
information) (paragraph [0026]). 

Gillespie fails to disclose the location information. 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Sheha to include logic that, when applied to the 
processor, provides Calling Name Address Presentation including the name 
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information. Motivation for this modification is to have additional information to 
help identify an individual. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses obtaining the location 
information (reads on providing a location for a calling party to a called party) 

(paragraph [0011]). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Sheha to include a method for obtaining location 
information. Motivation for this modification is to have additional information to 
help identify an individual. 

Regarding claim 18, Sheha discloses the network element of claim 14, but 
fails to disclose further comprising: 

logic that is applied to the processor. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Gillespie logic ( i.e. SSP) (paragraph 
[0025]) is applied to the processor. 

Gillespie fails to disclose combing the logic and the processor that locates 
a Friend Finder ID corresponding to the caller and provides the Friend Finder ID 
via the at least one port to a GMLC. 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Sheha to logic that is applied to the processor. 
Motivation for this modification is to have additional information to help identify an 
individual. 

In a similar field of endeavor, Barclay discloses combining the logic and 
the processor that locates a Friend Finder ID (i.e. location ID) (paragraph 
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[0011]) corresponding to the caller (customer may query) (paragraph [0011]) 
and provides the Friend Finder ID via the at least one port to a GMLC (i.e. GPS, 
the location information is provided by the GPS, however, the information can 
only be received if the Location ID is enabled) (paragraph [0012], [0015], and 
[0011]). 

At the time of invention it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art to further modify Sheha to include combing the logic and the processor 
that locates a Friend Finder ID corresponding to the caller and provides the 
Friend Finder ID via the at least one port to a GMLC. Motivation for this 
modification is to have accurate location information despite the position or the 
caller.
